noticed the fire from the street. 'Plie 
firemen got the flames under con- 
trol before they had had tiniie to do 
very serious damage. 

About ihroe O'cinok .Saturday morn 
Ing: fire was- noticed in the co.ach- 
liouse behind the i^^oyai Viotoria Col- 
lepe, and an alarm wa,, linneil in. 
Fire engines soon arrived on the 
scciio. Tlio tmfflc on Sherbrooke St. 
was congosted tor n time and a huge 
crowd jfathered In front of the ool- 
Icgo and In the ffrounds behind the 
bulldlii?. Most of tho studonts were 
by tills lime aroused and the .North- 
ern windows of Ihe college were fill- 
ed with un cscitod shiverluK- mob of 
Co-l3ds. At first it wa^ tlioiijfht 
that Ihe IlPsidCiice Itself was on fire 
but the riajnefi iirovMl t,o be In an 
out -house.

: Like most achievements, the power of expression is largely the 

-V^result of work and training. The only way to learn to write,, it has 
I -vbeen said, is to write and keep on writing. It is not necessary for 
' man to be a born orator to acquire the ability to make a plain and 
effective statement of views and opinions upon some subject, and 
, once he can do that he need not worry about aspiring fo the higher 
flights of orator>'. ' 

Of course, first of all. one should have some opinions and 
ideas before trying to express them, for there is a great difference 
^ïlbctween having something to say and attempting to say it, and 
having nothing to say and taking half an hour to say it wthout any 
trouble and with all the flowery phrases in the language . 

The former, those who have ideas which may quite likely 
-prove a very valuable addition to a discussion, should be encourag 
ed' in their efforts to gain thajt ability to place their views in an 
effective and comprehensive manner before others. Certainly it is 
nof much use having something to say if you can't say.it. ^

Itnrlesqucl ,Tha word Is so hidden 
under an uccumuln>tion of unfavorable 
connotations that tho world has for- 
gotten that brlosquc, by definition.
